MEDICATED CANDLES were not unknown 
to the ancients: but we are indebted to 
mr. Dar Ax, a regular Surgeon of PARIS, 
for their preſent degree of perfection. This 
lucky diſcoverer publiſhed in the year 1742 
the cures which he had performed by the 
power of his CANDLES in this claſs of diſ- 
orders. His cures were gazed on at firſt as 
ſo many prodigies of art, and foon procured 
him many competitors. Mr, GouLanp, 
my fellow ſtudent, was one of the firſt who 
attempted to imitate his practice: he pub- 
liſhed, at MONTPELLIER, in the year 1746

made in a very ſhort ſpace of time, and al 


crowned with the defired ſucceſs, I com 
municated the compoſition to the honourable 
Society of Surgeons of the City of LoN Dor 
So candid a proceeding was honoured wit 
a compliment (tryal having been made 
worthy of thoſe gentlemen who compoſec 
the committee, Their concluſion, reportec 
to me, was, that fince I had been ſo happy 
as to make ſuch a diſcovery, it was bu 
juſt that I ſhould enjoy the benefit of it 
previous to the making the Secret public.

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perſons of the chirurgical profeſſion who, 
notwithſtanding were very defirous of know- 
ing the compoſition of my MEDICATED 
CANDLES (a modeſt requeſt, it is true,) 
but not finding me weak enough to grant 
it, let fly their invectives againſt me, with 
all the vehemence imaginable ; being intirely 
ignorant of the ſtep I had before taken in 
regard to the company of Surgeons in 
LonDoN, as well as of the means I had 
uſed to prevent the manuſcript in which the 
compoſition of this remedy is contained, as 
alſo my other works from dying with me, 
to which mr. FounTAIN, a gentleman of 
the law, whom I have appointed executor 
of my will, is a witneſs: after all it is as 
much my property as the ſecrets of meſſieurs 
{DaRan and GoULARD are theirs. 

In order to effectuate the defire I have 
of inſtructing the Public, ſo far as that 
very individual may be able to preſerve 
umſelf from the diſeaſes of the URETHRA, 
d to encourage thoſe already diſordered, 
d make uſe of the means for their being 
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ured- as I propoſe; for that defirable end, 
have ſpared no pains to render theſe in- 
ſtructions

ſtructions as perſpicuous, and as conciſe as 
the ſubje& matter would allow. 

But it being abſolutely neceſſary for un- 
derſtanding theſe diſorders to have a previous 
knowledge of the parts that are liable to 
them, I begin with a deſcription of thoſe 
which compoſe the PENISs, the URETHRA, 
and their dependencies. Perſons, labouring 
or not under theſe diſorders, defirous of at- 
taining an accurate knowledge of the parts. 
as well as of the diſeaſes to which they are 
ſubject, may ſee, at my houſe, drawings 
from nature, and models in wax of the 
exact ſize, figure, and colour of the parts, 
By this method, Perſons who are too deli- 
cate to attend the real diſſections of thoſe 
parts may obtain a true knowledge of each 
particular, 

As I am obliged by way of ſequel to ex- 
plain ſome diſorders incident to the fair 
ſex, relative to the URETHRA ; ſo, to be 
intelligible, it is neceſſary to give a deſcrip- 
tion of the parts of generation in women,---

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Alexand. pedag. I add to the above deſcrip- 
tions ſome intereſting phyſiolagical and patho- 
beical obſervations. In particular I have 
done my beſt to deſcribe the true charac- 
ter of what is uſually called VIRGINITY, 
in order to teach young Surgeons how to 
avoid ſome palpable miſtakes, which, for 
want of experience, they are very liable to 
commit, 

The greateſt part of the diſeaſes of the 
URETHRA being derived from GoNnoR- 
RHOEAS, often not well underſtood, and in 
conſequence badly treated, I therefore pro- 
poſe my opinion on theſe latter diſorders ; 
my notions of which are founded upon ex- 
perience, and the ſtructure of the parts, in- 
tirely diſregarding all hypothetic ſyſtems, 
which are of no uſe in Surgery, where de- 
monſtrative evidence ought to be the only 
guide to cure. Vide & cura, ſee and cure. 

I ſhall explain the diſeaſes known under 
the general name of CARNosITIEs, with 
their cauſes, differences, ſymptoms, acci- 
dents, and the means of curing them. The

I ſhall afterwards proceed to give ſome 


obſcrvations concerning the different degrees 


of theſe diſorders, which will enable the 
afflicted to form a judgment of their own 
fituation, by comparing it with the caſes re- 
lated, I ſhouid have collected a much greater 
number, but I judged that one example, in 
each caſe of conſequence, would be ſufficient : 
repetitions tn performances of this nature are 
trkſome to the readers, 

I thought it might be neceſſary alſo, for 
the fatisfaction of the curious, to anſwer 
ceitain Queſtions every day ſtarted to prac- 
titioners, and which partial Patients always 
interpret in favour of themſelves, but fre- 
quently to the difadvantage of ſome inno- 
cent females. For example, it is often 
aſked, can it be poſſible, for a young Virgin, 
to infe& the firſt perſon who ſhall lie with 
her? This queſtion is anſwered, and ſeveral 
others nearly of the ſame kind. It is aſked 
alſo, why, when ſeveral men have made 
uſe of the ſame Proftitute, and nearly at the 


ſame time, that ſome of them have been 
in-

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infected, the others not? This Queſtion and 
others relative to it I have reſolved. 

There are others anſwered, and ſo ſatisfac- 


torily as, at once, to afford conviction to the 


mind of every perſon deſitous of inſtruction, 

Next I preſcribe the regimen, and rules 
to be followed during the uſe and application 
of the MEDICATED CANDLES, according to 
the different circumſtances of the diſeaſes, 
that they are intended to cure. Theſe par- 
ticulars are ſo very exactly explained, that a 
Patient may, without the leaſt heſitation, 
treat himſelf tecret!y without the diſagreeable 
neceſſity of expoſing his caſe to another.

ver'd the Mymphæ to be tumefied ; by 
preſſing them between my fingers there il 
ſued out in abundance the corrupted matter 
of the ſebaceous Glands, which ſoon furniſhed 
me the reaſon of her complaint : I ſearched 
diligently alſo, if there were any ulcers, 
but could find none. I ſcarified the Nymphe 
agreeable to my method & 159, brought 
them to a ſuppuration, and cured the Patient 


in a ſhort time. I have fince always pro-

by bringing to ſuppuration the ſcarified parts 
with the ointment of my BouolkEs, juſt as

120. Experience has often demon- 
ſtrated to me, that this diſorder is followed 
with as grievous effects in Women as in 
Men; for if in the latter the loſs of the 
Penis (See obſerv. v. § 154.) be a morti- 
fying conſequence, that of the great Lips 
is not leſs ſo to the vanity of a pretty 
Woman, whenever ſhe is under a neceſſity 
of diſcovering ſo hideous a deformity : I was 
preſent in the year 1723 at an amputation 
of the two great Lips, performed at Mod r- 
PELLIER by the celebrated mr. SOULLIER, 


to whom I was then a pupil; the Patient did 


not exceed five and twenty years, 

121. If inſtead of following the 
above method, or if in the ex<cution of it 
the part is but ſuperficially ſcarified, then 
the cure cannot be radical; the diſorder is 
only cured in appearance, becauſe ſome time 
after the diſeaſe will return ; for as in Men, 
ſo it happens to Women that, in ſome time 


*K after, ſmall lacerations will appear on the 


Lips 


120 EXTERNAL GONORRHEA IN Womry, 
Lips and Nymphe, like thoſe on the Pre. 
putium in Men, and there form little Shan. 
&:rs,- which, in order to ſolve the difficul. 
ties, are called Apthæ, like thoſe which 
often affect the mouths of children. The 
common method of curing them is by ef. 
ſicating and cauteriſing remedies : but when 
they are removed, they are ſoon ſucceeded 
by others. Theſe Shankers are almoſt al- 
ways attended with a flux of very ſtinkirg 
matter; and finally this as well as the in- 
ternal GOoNORRH AA becomes habitual. 


122. This ſhould be the place to 
ſupport by analogy the reaſon I have to be- 
lieve, that the internal GONORRHA is not 
the produce of any primary ulcers ; but l 
wave it, becauſe the next chapter, as it is 
a recapitulation of every ſpecies of the Go— 
NORRHZA, will turniſh me with an oppor- 
tunity of exhibiting the reſemblance that 
ſubſiſts between the internal and the cæter— 
nal GONORRHATA. By this compariſon J 
hope to be able to prove, what I advanced 
§ 70, to wit, that this diſtemper, of what-

CHAP, XII. 


Of the habitual or chronic GONORBUHAA 
i: MEN. 


|} NE he habitual GONORRH A&A, 


ſo called by the LArixs 


and FRENCH, is much better expreſſed 


by the engliſh word GLEET, which is de- 
rived from the ſaxon word to g/ide, ſigni- 
fying in latin /ente fluere, becauſe in this 


caſe the running is but ſlow, and in a 


ſmall quantity: therefore the babitual Go- 
NORRHZA is a permanent and perpetual 
flowing of ſome matter from the Penis or 
the Vulva. 

124. This running always derives its 
ſource from other kinds of Gonog- 
RHEAS, but is moſt commonly the conſc- 
quence of an acute one. It varies accord- 
ing to the ſubject affected by it: in ſome 


the running is of a milky colour, in others 


L yellow 
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yellow or greeniſh; in ſome it is of an aſh. 
colour, in others eryſtaline; from theſe diffe- 
rent colours may ſometimes be deduced the 
ſeat of the diſtemper. The milky colour 
may intimate a relaxation of the excrctory 
ducts of the Veficule ſeminales & 16: the 
deſtruction of the Sphiadters of theſe Veſicula 
is indicated by the almoſt continual as well 
as more Copious running of the ſeminal 
matter, eſpecially, when at ſtool, the ex- 
crements are voided with difficulty, or in 
conſequence of Gliſters, adminiſter'd too 
warm, as ſome authors have obſerved : It 
may nevertheleſs happen, that but one of 
the Sphindters may be relaxed or deſtroyed, 
v-hile the other will remain perfectly ſound; 
this is very difficult to know, but the in- 
dication of cure is always the ſame. The 
yellow or greeniſh colour is the proof of 
one or ſeveral ulcers, being ſituated in ſome 
parts of the canal of the URETHRA : theſe 
ulcers manifeſt themſelves by a pricking, 


ſometimes momentary, ſometimes continual, 
but much more intenſe, when Patients aban- 
don themſelves to any exceſs: the cry/taline 


colour declares a relaxation of the gxcretor} 
duds 
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ducts of the Proſtate Gland, or of thoſe 
belonging to the ſpungy ſubſtance of the 


URETHRA. Theſe different figns are ſub- 
jet to ſome other particular diſtinctions, 
which the Publick has nothing to do with, 


and that muſt occur to every regularly bred 


Surgeon, without the neceſſity of entering 
into a minute detail of them here. 

125, But of whatſoever kind the 
running of the habitual GONORRHAA is, 
it is always attended with very little or no 
pain, and without ſmarting of Utine: if 
however any more pain than uſual ſhouid 


be felt, it muſt have been occaſioned by a 


recent debauchery, or by the Patients having 


+ uſed over-violent exerciſe, In ſome perſons 


the running is continual ; in others it is pe- 


riodical ; in ſome its returns are irregular, 


often intermitting feveral months. But be 


that as it will, if this running is neglected, 


it will deſtroy, or very much ſhorten the 


life of the Patient, and at beſt will render 
bis exiſtence very diſagreeable. 


126. The original cauſe of this 


GoNoRRHKA is, as I have ſaid & 124, the

fallacious; prejudice, or the ſhame of re.

by the torrent of prepoſſeſſion, and not 
having ſufficiently attended to experience, 
or made proper inquiries into the truth of 
ſuch doctrine; and Practitioners blindly fol- 
lowing them in the beaten path, without 
ever troubling themſelves about the real 
cauſes of the diſtemper, have not been able 
to diſcover a method to keep it within 
bounds ; therefore like a ſtream, whoſe banks 
are broke down, it flows abroad, and nothing 
can ſtop its courſe, but the ſalutary uſe oi 
the MEDICINAL CANDLES. 

127. The miſunderſtood ſyſtem of 
ulcers has occaſioned great conſuſion in the 
theory of this diſtemper; it has overturned 
the regular order, which ought to be ob- 
ſerved in practice. The venereal Virus, 
which at firſt (ſay theſe authors) gives riſe 


to malignant ulcers in the URETHRA, cauſe

128, It cannot be denied, that, in 
conſequence of a GONORRH XA, there will 
ſometimes break out wlcers in the Urz- 
THRA; but they are no more than mere 
conſequences or accidents of the diſorder, 
and often produced by a bad regimen, or 
by an injudicious adminiſtration of remedies: 
but that they ſhould appear at the very be- 
ginning of the diſorder, that the primary 
running ſhould have been cauſed by ulcers, 
having firſt deſtroyed the orifices of the 
excretory ducts of the SEED, is abſurd, and 
repugnant to a juſt knowledge of anatomy 
as well as to experience and analogy, 
129. Anatomy demonitrates, that 
the excretory ducts of the Glands in the 
ſubſtance of the URETHRA, otherwiſe called 
the Lacunæ \ II, are ſhaped and ranged in 
ſuch a manner, that the venereal F;iru:, 
after it is inſinuated into the canal, muſt 
affect the Glands of the URETHRA, in the 
internal GonoRRHZA, where, being moſt 
commonly confined, it contaminates that 
gluiſh and balſamic humour, which theſe 
Glands are deſigned to filtrate, This ex- 
perience confirms, by the humour flowing

| perience alſo evinces, that the feat of the 


malady is moſt commonly in that part of

than any where elſe ; for which reaſon, out 


of an hundred caps, four ſcore and eighteen 


begin there. Analogy unfolds all the myſ-

Nitution, had an habitual GonoRRnza for 
five or fix years; he could not diſcharge 
his Urine but with great difficulty, and he 
was often afflicted with an abſolute reten- 
tion: theſe accidents were the difagreeablc 
conſequences of a GONORRH#A, treated, 
according to the uſual method, with, pet- 
haps, too much precipitation on the {ide 
of the Surgeon, as with, perhaps, too muck 
careleſsneſs on the fide of the Patient C 
Be that as it may, he applied, in the yea

propoſed. He put himſelf a ſecond time 
under the care of the fame Surgeon, who 
again made new inciſions, to deſtroy the 
FisSULAS; he attended ſeven months, with- 
out procuring any eaſe to the Patient, and 
declared to him at laſt, that he could be 
of no ſetvice to him, becauſe he looked 
upon his caſe as incurable. The Patient 
ther, encouraged by the reputation I had 
acquired for curing ſome in ſimilar caſes, 
applied to me. Notwithſtanding the de- 
plorable condition, he was in, I cheared 
him, by propoſing to cure him without the 
neceſſity of inciſions: but I obſerved to him, 
at the ſame time, how proper it would be, 
that I ſhould have a conference with his 
former Surgeon on the occaſion, in order 
to attain an accurate knowledge of all that 
had been tranſacted relative to his caſe du- 
ring the two laſt years. My reaſon, for de- 
firing ſuch a conference, was, becauſe Pa- 
tients are always apt to throw the whole 
blame, of their not having been cured, upon 
the Surgeons, carefully omitting any faults, 
of which they themſelves may have been 
guilty, I propoſed to him, to ſupply his

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Surgeon With the means of finally curing 
a diſorder, of which he deſerved all the 
honour, on account of his being the firſt, 


| who undertook to cure him. The Patient 


in conſequence waited on his Surgeon, to

147. It is the cuſtom, in ſuch caſes, 
to cut away all the indurations and callo- 
fities of the Scrotum, and to open the URE- 
THRA, in order to deſtroy the FisTULAs : 
but we were ſwayed by two reaſons, to 
reje&t that practice; the one becauſe there 
was no room to hope for ſucceſs from a 
method, which had failed before; the other 
was, that the inciſions, which might be made 
externally, muſt prove ineffectual, becauſe, 
by that means, the calloſities of the URE- 
THRA could not be deſtroy'd without al- 
tering its entire ſubſtance; beſides we had 
the ſatisfaction to avoid the horrour of the 
knife, to which the Patient had already been 
a ſufferer. My advice was, to attempt the 
cure by the ſole agency of CANDLEs; I gave

of the Patient, whom I had recover'd from 
circumſtances almoſt ſimilar.

to conclude, that there was a local diſorder 


in the URETHRA, and believed, that I might 
be able to diſcover it by the means of the 
Probe, From the candour and ingenuity of 
the Patient we were releaſed from all ſuſ- 
picions of his STRANGURY having been pro- 
duced either by the venere Virus or by 
the GRAVEL, and were ſatisfied, that its 
genuine ſource was a ſcerbutic acrimony, 
with which the whole maſs of Blood was 
contaminated. As the Patient could void 
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but a very ſmall quantity of Urine at a time, 
and that in a ſtream like a thread, I probed 
him with one of my ſmalleſt canDLEs. 
lt was with great difficulty however, that 
could get it along the extent of the canal, 
by reaſon of a continued contraction from 
its orifice to the BLADpDER: I met not 
the leaſt une venneſs. My advice then was 
to diſſolve the hardneſs of the canal, by means 
of the MEDICATED CANDLES : the event 
turned out agreeably to what I had pro-

nevertheleſs Patients of this claſs ought to 
think themſclves very happy, if, by means 
of ſimp'e dilating Ax DIES, they may te- 
ceive only a palliative cure.

Theſe little ſtram 
have on their ſurface teeth cut like raſps, 
uſed for raſping wood, With five, fix or 
eight of them, a ſmall bundle is made, by 
Joining them together, all in the ſame di- 
rection; afterwards they are tied with a 
thread, in ſuch a manner, as that all their 
edged points look towards the thread that 
binds them.

condition, We diſcovered a very copious 
funning of a corrupted and very ſtinking

iſſued a viſcous humour, very ſizy, and which 
ſtained her linen with a green and yellow 
colour. N. B. there was no alcer in the 
part. The girl had no marks of a rape 
having been committed on het. The ori- 
ice of the Jugina SF 43, alcho' deprived of 
the HruEN FJ 44, preſerved .its natural 
ſtate; the running did not appear to us to 
Proceed either from the Pro/iate or the 
Vagina its ſource was in the Glands of 
the VueLva.'

ſidering the condition of the Patient, to in- .

emollient herbs: in the intervals of the baths 
J applied to his Belly and the Perinæun 
poultices, compoſed of the pulps of emol— 
lient herbs, and had ſeveral clyfters given 
to him.

all bis life ſubject to the Gravel: he was 
uſually feized, from time to time, with ſuch 
violent patoxyſms, cauſed by the obitacles,

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that he continued ſometimes ſor ſeveral days, 
without voiding a drop of water. As ſoon 
as the ſtones were ejected, the Urine flowed, 
dur accompanied with an inſupportable 
Imarting: however the BLADDER diſcharged 
itſelf, but it took up a conſiderable times 
becauſe the canal was rendered very narrow, 
in conſequence of the ſeveral inflammations, 
to which it had been expoſed, The canal 
of the URETHRA thus being more and more 
inſenfibly contracted, the Patient in the laſt 
years of his life, could only void his Urine 
drop by drop. On my firft ſeeing him, 
which was in the month of April 1762, 
1 foand the canal fo contracted, that the 
moſt flender AN DEE could not reach 
the Bladder, but with the preateſt diffi- 
culty: I then made him ſenſible of the 
neceflity, there was to make uſe of this 
medicament, to render and keep the URE- 
THRA dilated, becauſe its diameter, being 
leflened, conſtituted his diſorder. Particular 
reaſons obliging him to defer his compliance 
untill another time, he was ſuddenly ſeized, 
in the month of May, with a total RETEN- 
Tiox of Urine, which laſted three days, 
during 
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during. which time I preſcribed all general 
remedies, related § 178; but the Patient 
being in the moſt eminent danger, I thought 
it neceſſary, to get over the obſtacle, which 
was towards the neck of the BLADDER, 
and as I, imagined it to be ſome Gravel, 
] made uſe of a very ſtiff caN DLE, which 
I introduced ſomewhat forcibly, The Pa- 
tient complained of a moſt intenſe pain; I 
withdrew the CANDLE; there came out 
with it as much purulent and bloody mat- 
ter, as would fill an ega-ſhell. As ſoon as 
the efflux of this matter ceaſed, the Urine 
followed, and the BLADDER continued 
emptying itſelf for the reſt of the day. 
The Patient paſſcd the following night to- 
lrably well, by means of an urinal, 
adapted to his Penis, becauſe he could not 
keep his water: this INCONTINENCE laſted 
ſor ſome weeks. The RETENTION of 
Urine had been cauſed by an abce/s in the 
Projlate Gland, which it was very eaſy to 
know, from the pains the Patient fuffered 
in that part all the time of the paroxiſm, 
as well as by the CAN DLT's cauſing a free 
ue. —— Mr. LaPEYRE, Surgeon to the

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French Ambaflador was an eye-witnefs of 
this fact, 1 
181. It commonly happens, as ] 
have ſaid 8 52, that diſeaſes of the Bladdur 
affect the URETHRA, and that, reciprocally, 
diſcaſes of the URETHRA bring on thoſe 
of the Bladder. The Patient in queſtion 
evidently afcertains this doCtrine: it alſo 
proves, that the moſt chaſte livers are not 
exempt from thoſe maladies, which ſeem 
to be the appointed puniſhment for liber. 
tiniſm. Mr. TaBouREau had led a mot 
irreproachable life: yet in him the Grave 
was the in- born cauſe of his malady. The 
ſmall ſtones, by their irregular ſhapes, had 
fo often irritated, even lacerated the inter- 
nal membrane of the URETHRA, that it 
was contracted to ſuch a degree, that the 
Urine could not be diſcharged, but with 
difficulty for many years. The malady of 
the URETHRA derived then its origin from 
the Bladder, it being the receptacle of the 
Gravcl, with which it is ſupplied by the 
Kidnies $ 2; the Bladder was, in its turn, 
for ſeveral months the victim to the diforder 
w the URETHRA, The Bladder was al- 
gictes 
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fifted ' with a glairous CAT ARRH, and fo 
copious, that, when the Patient voided but 
2s much Urine, as a nut-fhel} could hold, 
he voided, at the fame time, a quantity of 
this ſtimy ſubſtance, ſufficient to fill an egg- 
ſhell : this GLA1RCUs matter was of ſo thick 
a conſiſtence, that the Patient, in order to 
be the ſooner rid of it, would draw it out 
ſometimes with his fingers the lenght of two 
feet without its breaking. The quantity, 
he evacuated every four and twenty hours, 
amounted to the weight of twelve or fifteen 
ounces, and he did not make four ounces 
of Urine. 

182. There is not the leaſt room to 
doubt, but that this malady of the Bladder 
was Cauſed by the violent contractions. it 
had undergone in its efforts, to overcome 
the reſiſtance, which the URETHRA had 
oppoſed to it for ſo long a time. On the 
other hand the fibres ef the Bladder: were 
ſo haraſſed by the retained Urine, that the 
Glands, which ſupply the mucus & 4, had 
ſuffered every alteration, capable of encreaſing 
the ſecretion of this humour, to ſuch a pro- 
digious degree, which, in the natural ſtate,

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they only -furniſh in a quantity, ſufficient 
to ſecure the interiour membrane of the 
Bladder from the acrimony of the Urine, 
The Patient was ſenſible (ſubſequent to the 
accidents, which had befallen him) of the 
neceſſity there was of employing the means, 
Which I had propoſed, in order to reſtore 
to the URETHRA its natural diameter; 
which he made uſe of as ſoon as all the 
accidents diſappeared. By the operation of 
the CANDLES the urinary diſcharge was re- 
eſtabliſhed in a few weeks, accotding as the 
canal was cleared, and rendered free from 
the glairous matter; the ſource was almoſt 
entirely dryed up, and the Patient could not 
fail of being abſolutely cured of the diſcaſe 
in the URETHRA and Bladder ; but he was

This diſaſter 
h WW happened to her about three months before, 
i, dhe conſequence of a difficult labour, by 
which the circle of the Vagina, and the 
great Lips were torn, and became morti- 
tlyed, The midwiſe having neglected to 
call in the aſſiſtauce of a Surgeon, and 
having abandoned her to Nature to effect 
cure, the orifice of the Vagina was be- 
come 
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come ſo cloſed up by the formed union of 
the parts, that, when the time of her lying. 
in was expired, not the leaſt apperture re. 
mained for the menſtrual diſcharge. It miſt 
occur to every body, without my entering 
into any detail, what a plight the poor 
woman muſt have been in at the period 
of her lunar purgations for the ſpace of three 


months, But this was not the only cauſe 


of her applying to doctor HOWARD for his 


advice: ſhe chicfly complained of the great 
pain ſhe ſuffered from her hu ſband's efforts 
to fulfill conjugal duty; by which he had 
ſo dilated the URETHRA, that, by frequent 
reiterations, he at laſt penetrated into the 
BLrapper, where he emitted his SEMEN, 
I ſent back the woman to doctor How ar 

ith a letter, wherein I explained to him 
the real nature of her complaints, and laid 
down my reaſons for performing, as ſoon 
as poſſible, a proper operation with the knife 
for the opening of the Vagina; I was not 
then to learn, how to perform ſuch opera- 
tions, Sce my difſert, on HERMAPHRODITES, 
I 2ppointed a day for it, and entreated doctor 
HowaRrn to have it notified to ſome Sut- 
| 7 5 geons 
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geons in the neighbourhood. Doctor How- 
Ab, three Surgeons, and myſelf, met ac- 
cordingly at the Patient's, Theſe gentlemen 
were all ſenſible of the woman's condition, 
and of the neceſſity there was to perform 
the propoſed operation: the woman begged 
2 reſpite of ſome days, in order to duly con- 
ſider on it, which appeared to her of a more 
ſerious conſequence, than it really was, [ 
ſoon was acquainted, that ſhe expired at the 
time of her menſes, by which ſhe was ſuf- 
ſocated. 

The advantage, accruing from this ob- 
ſervation, is to ſhew, that the Lacunz 
(11 of the URETHRA may be cicatrizcd, 
notwithſtanding the humour runs off from 
the Glands in this part, becauſe the Vagina, 
which throws out a much more conſiderable 
quantity of humours, at the time of lying- 
in, could nevertheleſs, as in this caſe, be 
ſo cloſely ſhut up. This obſervation ſeems 
to direct to ſome other ſafer methods of 
dilating the URETHRA for the extraction 
of the calcul of the Bladder, than this now 
in practice.

from the moment they perceive any fore- 
running intimation. They do not heſitate 
to declare, that they look upon this diſeaſe 
as a meer trifle, which they can cure with 
a half-penny-worth of white vitriol: yet 
the leaſt damage that can be cauſed by this 
remedy, is the hardening of the interiout 
membrane of the URETHRA, and the pre- 


diſpoſing this canal to be afflicted afterwards 


with moſt violent STRANGUR1ES, I hare 
known a great many aged perſons victims 
to theſe diſorders, for having uſed ſuch pie- 
poſterous means. in their youth: but the 


ſudden repercuſſion of the venereal virus into 


the blood, which is affected by this fatal 


practice, 
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practice, allows often but a very ſhort term, 
to enjoy this pretended advantage, of which 
the following obſervation is a proof. 

185. In the year 1749 mr, CisnER 
junior, an eminent actor, belonging to the 
theatre royal in covent-garden, was ſeized 
with a ſudden inflammation in the THROATr, 
three days after having made uſe of a vi- 
triolic injection, which. was become an habi- 
tual practice with him. The progreſs of 
this inflammation was ſo rapid, that, in leſs 
than four days, the AMIGDAL GLANDs, 
the SxPrUM Palati, the Uvula, the 


g Toxg uE were ulcerated; the Bones of 
the Palate, and a part of them belonging 
et :

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Rick, manager of the play-houſe, applied 


to me, to. undertake the cure of the Pa- 
tient; but his ſituation was ſo environed 
with danger, that, having terrified other 
Surgeons, it made me alſo heſitate, as there 
appeared no great likelihood of his even fur- 
viving two days more: however I took him 
under my care: and ſeeing that there wes 
not a moment to be loſt, I put him im- 
mediately into the courſe of the GRTAT 
REMEDY by extin&ion; becauſe, beſides | 
never put my Patients in a falivation, I was 
certain, that the leaſt ſpitting muſt have car- 
ried him off. I let him blood direCtly: 
two hours after I made him go into a luke- 
warm bath: about a quarter of an hour 
after his coming out of the bath a very 
flight mercurial unction was applied to his 
foot; I continued repeating the ſame twice 
a day, during the firſt whole week, but the 
unctions were always very ſlight. The fourth 
day all the zlcers began to deterge themſelves, 
and at the end of eight days I ſupprefied the 
uſe of baths; but I continued, untill the 
thirty-ſecond day, the mercurial unctions, 
twice each day, on the legs and on the 

thighs 
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thighs only. "The Patient was effectually 
cured, and ſo ſucceſsfully too, that the hole 
in the Boxes of the Palate was quite ſhut 
up, and the Patient did not ſpeak thro' the 
Noſe, as J was apprehenſive he muſt, and 
which was the opinion of moſt of the 'fa- 
culty in Lox DON, who were evinced of the 
contrary at his re-appearing on the ſtage on 
the forty-fifth day, reckoning from that, on 
which he had the fiiſt friction; nay, fo far 
from it, that his articulation of voice was ob- 
ſerved to be better, than eyer it was before: | 
Fifteen days after he had reſumed his pro- 
icon of actor, he bad like to have been 
choaked by a violent drawing of his breath, 
by which were detached, all at once, ſe— 
veral bony Laminz of the Neſc, and a 
part of the bone, called WoMER ; they 
fell into his Throat, which obliged him, 
to retire from the ſtage. Theſe bones, 
which had been ſeparated from their con- 
tinuity with others, by an imperceptible ex- 
foliation, ſtocd in need of ſuch an effort 
to be detached, Ever ſince this cure mr, 
CIBBER enjoyed a perfect ſtate of health, 
up ulli his unfortunate exit in the year 1758, 
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when he periſhed at ſea in a ſtorm, as It 
was going to IRELAND. The only diſa- 
greeable ailment, he had from the above 
diſorder, was a dryneſs in the Threat, which 
uſed to throw him into a coughing-hit, ef- 
pecially on the ſtage, when he had a long 
and laborious part, to perform. As for the 
urinary CANAL, all was rectified by the 
uſe of the MEDICATED CANDLES of mr, 
DAR AN, adminiftrated by doct. PLUNKETT,
